Now the news comes to New York 
that Morse is coming home—at least 
by the first of June—in better physica: 
condition than he hag been in for a 
long time. That he intends to go back 
into business with his old-time vim 
and try conclusions with President 
Mellen and the New Haven Railroad 
Company, which he says wrecked his 
nopes and his ambitions. 

Since Morse has been in Europe he 
has been examined by only one phy- 
sigilan, an eminent dootor of Rome, 
who agreed with the diagnosis of the 
American physicians, but differed es- 
sentially from their conclusions. 

“The diseases. from which you are 
suffering may be arrested in their de- 
velopment,” he told Morse. “Their 
progress may be arrested for years." 

And seemingly they have been ar- 
rested. To anyone observing Morse 
casually, those who have seen him 
recentuy declare, he would appear to be 
far removed from the desperate phys- 
ical sta in which physicians de- 
clared him to be at the time he re- | 
ceived his pardon. Three weeks on 
board ship, andthree months more in 
the sunshine of Egypt and southern 
Italy have given his face a coat of 
tan that is generally associated with 
robust heaith. He has gained 20 
pounds in weight, and now, apparentiy, 
19.—-(Special.)— | is about as heavy as he was when at 
Morse, frenzied the height of his prosperity. 


PICTURESQUE CAREER 
OF CHARLES W. MORSE 

Morse was born in Bath, Me., 
1865. 

He wanted to go to college, but 
his father couldnt afford it. He 
earned money by selling candy and 
notions and went to Bowdoin col- 
lege, from which he graduated in 
S77. 

in 1891 he gained contro] of the 
ice business of New York city. 

He consolidated all the ice co>i- 
panies—twenty-one in all—of New 
York city in 1895, and put an end 
to all competition. 

He made friends with Tammany 
Hail in 1895, and began to- gain 
control of banks, trust companies 
and steamship lines. 

He gained control of eighty-one 
steamships and thirteen banks and 
trust companies. 

He put up the price of ice 1°0 per 
cent to the poor. 

Rumors about the Morse chain of 
banks started in 1907. One by one 
some of them went into the hands 
of receivers. Involuntary proceed- 
ings in bankruptcy were started. 
The Bank of North America, 
through Morse’s frenzied financier- 
ing, went to the wall. 


Morse hurried to Europe. 
return was arrested and 
1907. 

In 1908 he was found guilty of us- 
ing bank funds for his private pur- 
poses and was sentenced to fifteen 
years’ imprisonment in the federal 
penitentiary at Atlanta. 

In 1912 he was pardoned by Pres- 
ident Taft.

Washington, May  19.—(Special.)— 
The conclusion that Theodore Roose- 
velt intends to bojt the Chicago con- 
vention if he is not nominated and 
organize a -convention of his own’ 
which will:nominate him, is inescapable 
from the evidence that is daily being 
furnished. 

The Taft people are now in control 
of the republican organization and Mr.

That means the Taft 
delegates wilh be seated in most in- 
stances and the Roosevelt contesting 
delegations—and they are numerous— 
will be thrown out.

Roosevelt delegations in Chicago to 
fill a larwe hall. Plans are being made 
looking to a Rooseyelt convention if 
the republican national committee at 
its meeting on June 8 decides against 
the “rough rider.” 

The movement to make Senator Root, 
of New York, temporary chairan of 
the Chicago convention Indieates that 
national committee, which con- 
tains such stalwarts as Senators Crane, 
Penrose, Warren and Representative 
Louden, of Chicago, is not wavering in 
its attitude. Mr. Root isefar from 
sympathizing with many of Colonel 
Roosevelt's pet:theories.

“The commission rendered service of 
inestimable value,’ Colonel Roosevelt 
continued. 

“And President Taft disbanded it un- 
der the dictation of Messrs. Cannon 
and Tawney, as he did tne country 
life commission and various other 
commissions,” 

Taft and Negro Soldiers. 

Colonel Roosevelt then took up the 
Brownesville. affair. 

“Mr. Taft states,” the statement 
reads, “that he cabled me while I 
was in Panama, asking that the order 
of dismissal be suspended, and that 
Ll cabled a response denying his re- 
quest, and directed that the order ve 
immediately executed. This is correct 
aS far as it goes, but what it conceals 
Is far more interesting than what 
it reveals.” 

The ex-president asSserteq that Mr. 
Taft had urged the dismissal of the 
negro troops involved, but that after 
the departure of President Roosevelt 
for Panama, there arose a “storm of 
protest against the order by the pro- 
fessional politicians.’ 

“Mr. Taft,’ he continued, “promptly 
began to wobble, and to show urgent 
neeq that somebody should supply the 
strength and firmness. of purpose 
which he Jacked. He explained to me 
on various occasions that his request 
was due to his apprehension as to the 
political effect of the order.” 

Teft Called Negroes Murderers. 

Colonel Roosevelt then quoted from 
Mr. Taft's report, as secretary of war, 
on the Brownsville affair, recommend- 
ing dismissal ‘of a band of would-be 
mprderers,” 

This report, he sald, was published 
sixteen days after Mr. Taft had sent 
the cable message. He said that if 
Mr. Taft stated what he believed, in 
making his report, he was “endeavor- 
ing to run away from the consequences 

his action.” 

“If he did not state the truth,” Colo- 
nel Roosevelt continued, ‘if he yielded 
to me, and at my dictation, accused of 
the crime of murder men whom he be- 
lieved to be innoeent, then his conduct 
needs no comment.”

New Orleans, May 19.—The -British 
steamship San Tona, which was seized 
last night by the United States revenue 
cutter Davey, because of the presence 
aboard of a shipment of arms and am- 
munition for Campeche, Mexico, was 
released this afternoon on telegraphic 
instructions from Washington. 

The Montes Steamship Company, 
charterets of the Ban Tona, produced 
consular invoices, billg of lading and 
other documentary evidence to support 
their claim that no attempt had been 
made to conceal the shipment and 
showed that the war supplies were 
for the governor of the state of Cam- 
peche, Mexico, and not for revolution- 
ists, as the special agent of the de- 
partment of justice had been informed. 

Washington, May 19.—The San Tona 
was released because the arms and 
ammunition aboard had been excepted 
President Taft from the operation 
of the neutrality proclamation. Per- 
mission to carry the munitions has 
been applied for at Washington and 
granted in accordance with the Ameri- 
can government's policy of extending 
this courtesy to’ the recognized pgov- 
ernment of Mexico. Customs and de- 
partment of justice officials at New 
Orleans, through oversight, were not 
notified of the authority given the 
steamship, however. The seizure, un- 
der the circumstances, officials here 
say, was justified pending explana- 
tions. ;

Prophecy ‘is temerity in the face of the peculiar situation in 
Mexico, but,-from this distance, it begins to appear there is more 
hope for permanent stability of government than at any time since 
the hurried flight of .Diaz. 

The armies of Madero, wlio, of course, represents the federal 
authority and the established order, appear to have effectually crum- 
pled the resistance of Orozco which, at one time, threatened to ab- 
sorb all the elements of discontent with the result of making Made- 
ro’s progress sledding of an extremely precarious description. One 
by one, the insurgent “generals” have either been subdued or pla- 
cated, and the latest news 1s that Orozco’s army is in full flight, 
lacking in food and ammunition, torn by dissensions and without 
that cohesiveness which once made it so dangerous a factor. This 
holds true of northern Mexico, the one time stronghold of the rebels. 
But reports from the western portion of the republic, if we discount 
the possibility that they may be inspired, are also to the effect that 
armed resistance has been nullified, and the protesting contingent is 
without supplies or adequate leadership. 

On this side of the Rio Grande, the lightening prospects will be 
received with unfeigned joy and relief. Madero and his methods may 
be far from the ideal in efficiency and justice. But there is no guar- 
antee that Orozco or any other of the disaffected chieftains can of- 
ter the Mexican people an administration more permanent or effect- 
ual. In the meantime, the continued tumult throughout the republic 
has played hob with business, turned loose anarchy and visited an in- 
calculable loss upon actual and potential American investments. 

Incidentally, should the victorious federal armies keep their 
stride, and Madero his self-control, the tale that he is an idle and in- 
effectual dreamer, a hard drinker and a selfish visionary, will be neg- 
atived by that most unanswerable device of practical results.

Habersham county has blazed a good roads trail which the 
other counties of Blue Ridge Georgia should be swift to follow. For 
the first time since felony convicts became availablé to the counties, | 
as road-builders under the new law, she plans to claim her allot- 
ment, the arrangement to become effective on or about June?’1.

In the entire tier of northern counties are timber, agricultural, 
mineral and fruitgrowing possibilities of which the average Geor- 
gian is uninformed. For sheer lack of transportation facilities, 
their development has been stunted or carried forward in so in- 
sufficient a manner that the surface has barely been scratched. 
This is not to mention the scenic attractions of a region which, in 
God-given beauty and healthfulness of climate, is not excelled by 
any other section of America. Only in Switzerland or in a few 
localities of our own far west is the picturesque and panoramic 
lure of Blue Ridge Georgia duplicated. Several of the counties 
are so situated, topographically speaking, that it will be years be- 
fore they are, if ever, penetrated by railroads. 

Highways connecting these various mountain principalities 
would practically solve the problem, linking them up to the outside 
world, and supplying an inestimable stimulus to development in 
its myriad phases. It is conceivable that the work is too expensive 
to be undertaken by the counties individually. But should they

PREPARING FOR SEASON 


Americus, Ga, May 19.—(Special.)— 
Several of the large peach orchards 


|about Americus are scenes of unusual 


activity just now, in preparation for 
the epening of the busy peach-ship- 
ping season, This is particularly true 
of the Ware-Progress, the ‘Carolina and 
the Whittle orchards, with a total of 
300,000 trees. The six other orchards 
here make the total 501,000 trees, and 
the crop this year will be a fine one, 
indeed. 

At the Ware-Progress orchard addi- 
tional packing sheds and cabins for 
laborers are being constructed. While 
this orchard shipped nearly 100 cars— 
peaches from the bumper crop of two 
years ago-—the greater part of the 
peach crop of that orchard will be 
canned this year. 

An immense new cannery, owned by 
New Yorkers, has been put up there, 
and probably a half million cans of 
peaches will be the output of the 


canneries here, and another still in 
prospect, so that, no matter how large 
the erop of fruit this year, it will not 
be wasted. 

Following the peach crop, the Ware- 
Progress cannery will put up immense

Members of the interstate commerce 
commission, several of whom favor the 
bill, agree with members of the inter- 
state commerce comittee that ng Ca- 
nadian ship can use any American Wa- 
ters under the terms of the Adamson 
bill touch at any American ports on 
the Great Lakes, or uge the Panama 
canal.-. The full extent of this sweep- 
ing provision has only come to be ful- 
ly realized within the past few days. 

Commissioner Franklin K. Lane, of 
the interstate commerce commission, 
who approves the restriction, tonight 
commented upon the language of the 
measure. which applies to “any rail- 
road eompany or common carrier sub- 
ject to the act to regulate commerce.” 
Both republicang and democratic 
members approved the railroad section 
of the Adamson bill, and members of 
both parties opposed it,

Their Earnings Fell Off $115,-, 


500,000 During the 
Year 1911. 


Washington, May 19, 
earnings in the United States de- 
Creased $115,500,000 during 1911. That 
figure represents the comparative loss 
in net earnings, ag reported to Royal 
E. Cabell, commissioner of internal | 
revenue, for making assessment under 
the corporation’s excise tax law. 

In a statement issued today Mr. 
Cabell says the returns indicate poor- 
er conditions last year than in 1910, 
particularly in the iron, steel and cer- 
tain manufacturing industries. 

The gross receipts of corporations 
did not suffer as great a ratio of de- 
crease as the net. The rettrns in- 
Cicate, the commissioner points out, 
that this was because labor and sup- 
Ply men shared more largely in the 
receipts of the various companies in 
191) than in 1910. This Was partic- 
ularly so in the case of railroads, he 
Says, which seem generally to 
paic increased amounts for 
“without a corresponding increase 
inccme being indicated, in many 
an actual decrease in income 
shown,” 

The 1 per cent assessment on 
1911 net earnings of corporations will 
turn into the federal treasury 
$28,278,000, most of which will 
paid in June, against $29,432,000 
year, a decrease of $1,154,000. 
amount probably will 
scemewhat before the close of the fiscal 
year, Mr. Cabell says, Lringin&® the de- 
crease below $1,000,000. Considering 
business conditions in 1911, he adéas, 
this may be considered fairly satis- 
factory. 

While there was a big loss in the 
aggregate net earnings, there was an 
increase of 17,660 in the number of 
corporations. 
287,862, as compared with 270,202 
1910. Of the total number which filed 
returns, only 20 per cent were found 
liable to tax. 

Mr. Cabell draws his conclusions re- 
garding the iron and steel industries 
from the showing of the corporations 
in the Pittsburg district. The net 
corporate earnings in that section de- 
creased $47,591,000.

Philadelphia, May 19.—There will be 
no game at the local Americam League 
‘grounds between the Philad¢iphia and 
Detroit teams, This concJusion was 
reached late tonight at a \conference 


between President Johnson) of the 
American League; President Benjamin 
F. Shibe and Manager Mack, of the 
Athletics, after it became apparent 
that President Navin. of the Detroit 
Club, would not arrive in this city in 
time to adjust matters with his play- 
ers who have refused to play ball un- 
til “Ty” Cobb is reinstated. 

President Johnson tonight issued a 
call for a meeting ,of the American 
League presidents in this city on Tues- 
day. He said the call was issued for 
the purpose of devising means of “‘se- 
curing players to take the places of 
the men who have broken their con- 
tracts with the Detroit club.” 

Statement by Ban Johnson. 

Late tonight President Johnson, in 

discussing the status of the striking 
Detroit players, gaid: 
“Everyone of the striking players 
nas automatically suspended himself 
and made himself ineligible to com- 
Pete in @ game under organized base- 
ball control until he is reinstated by 
the natiofial commission. By refusing 
to play a scheduled game, all these 
Players have vitiated a clause in their 
contract which makes them Hable to 
fine, not Only by the Detroit club, but 
also by the national commission.

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COBB INCIDENT PROMISES 


FAR-REACHING RESULTS 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, May 19.-—(Special.)—A 
situation has been precipitated by the 
Ty Cobb incident which promises to 
have far-reaching effect in the base- 
ball world and bring about many 
changes. 

It is probable that an organization 
of baseball players will be one result. 
Then the right of @layers to be pro- 
tected from foul insults from specta- 
tors will be settled. 

The personal popularity of Ty Cobb, 
who is recognized as the best liked 
man in the game, and the loyal way in 
which the Detroit team has backed 
him up even at the risk of forfeiting 
their positions and their license, has 
made the incident one of national in- 
terest. That some action will result 
giving protection to ball players is be- 
lieved. ; 

Pecidedly the most objectionable 
features of modern baseball to specta- 
tors is rowdyism on part of the fan and 
the player, and the incident tn New 
York has brought the matter to a 
focus. 

The Cobb case, it is believed, will 
result in the organization of some kind 
of a protective body. There has al- 
ways been much talk about thegcom- 
prehensive terms of a baseball player's 
contract. It is complete and binding, 
and the player is under absolute con- 
trol of his maanger just ag soon as his 
name is signed to it. The breaking of 
a contract in organized baseball means 
the outlawing of the player until such 
time as the natienal commission sees 
fit to reinstate him. But cases of re- 
fractory players are always brought to 
the commission's attention by players’ 
“employers.” 

Under the baseball contract the player 
is at the mercy of the club owner, to 
be bought, sold or traded as he sees fit.

LEVEL TERRACES VS. 
HILLSIDE DITCHES 


NOTE that in The Daily Constitu- 
tion of Mdy 17 my old friend, Col. 
Joel Hurt (not that he is so very 

old). joins issue in favor of hillside 
ditches against level terraces. His ar- 
ticle was provoked by my casual reply 
to an inquirer in the issue of May 13, 
who wanted to know how to grade a 
certain badly washed and gullied hill- 
side field. 

I assumed that he wished to adopt 
what is known as the graded terrace 
system and replied accordingly, stating 
that my experience led me to prefer 
the level terrace system. In my reply 
I did not go into all the details of this 
system. It -.would have been well to 
say that I do not approve of throwing 
up high banks or ridges along the ter- 
race line for the purpose of impound- 
ing the water and permitting it to 
slowly soak into the soil, thus pud- 
dling the latter and delaying plowing 
and cultivation for perhaps sever:l 
days longer than would be otherwise 
necessary. Under this plan the bank 
thus \thrown up tis ilable-—like the 
levees of Lousiana—to break at one or 
more weak points, forming a crevasse 
and flooding and gullying the terraces 
below in succession until the raging 
torrent reaches the woods and swamps 
below the field. : 

The Origina] Plan. 

The original idea, and I believe the 
correct method, was not to throw up a 
retaining bank (levee). but to leave 
the surface smooth and with the same 
down-hill grade as the general shape 
of that part cf the field. An important, 
if not essential detail, of any method 
to prevent hill-side erosion, is deep and 
thorough plowing, not four or five 
but eight to ten inches, or 
more, if practicable. So that there will 
be sufficient volume of well broken 
soi] to rapidly absorb the whole 
amount of an ordinary rainfall. But 
in case of a heavy downpour, or when 
the soi] has been compacted (run to- 
gether from any cause) the excess wa- 
ter may run across the level terrace 
line in a comparatively thin, harmless 
sheet to the next terrace below. This 
partly theoretical, I admit, but it 
well in ‘practice provided the

Sulphate of 
aimonia comes next in order of avail- 
ability; then follow dried blood and 
cotton seeq meal (about the same); 
then tankage and fish scrap. 
— My own observation leads me to ex- 
press the belief that cotton seed meal, 
dried blood, etce., do not commence to 
“do good” under two weeks after they 
are put in the soil. They then continue 
to feed the plants for an indefinite pe- 
riod. It has not been determined how 
long they will continue to supply the 
crop with nitrogen. That would obvi- 
ously depend upon the quantity applied, 
If a small relative (to phosphoric acid 
ang potash) quantity be applied it will 


be exhausted in acorrespondingly short 
time. If an excess of nitrogen be 
applied—compared to the other two 
elements—the result wiil be a more 
vigorous growth of stalk ang foliage 
without a corresponding increase of 
seeds Or grains, and even a surplus be 
left unappropriated and Hable to be 
leached out and lost before another 
crop shall be planted. 


HIGH GRADE AND LOW GRADE. 

R. H. H., Columbus, Miss.—If I use 
200 pounds of acid phosphate, 16 per 
cent and 25 pounds of muriate potash, 
50 per cent and 75 pounds of nitrate 
soda, to an acre what does it analyze? 

§ dealer tells me I can not make 
a 10-4 acid and potash out of 16 per 
cent acid phosphate and 560 per cent 
muriate of potash, without a filler, and 
the state chemist says the same thing. 
As I have so much confidence in your 
knowledge in the matter, I would like 
to Know if it can be made out of those 
two ingredients without filler, i¢ not, 
how can a 10-4 be made? 

Answer—A mixture of 200 pounds 16 
per cent acid, 75 pounds of nitrate and 
50 pounds muriate potash (50 per cent) 
would analyze: 10.66—3.86—4.16. 

It is quite true that you can not get 
a 10-4 aciq and potash by using 16 
per cent acid and 60 per cent muritate, 
unless you shell adq a “filler.” But 
you can get a 14.18—5.67 by mixin 
200 pounds 16 per cent acid and 2 
pounds of 50 per cent muriaté, and it 
would be precisely the same relative 
preparation as 10-4. You ma t a 
10-4 by mixing 920 pounds of 11 per 
cent aciq and 80 pounds of 50 per cent 
muriate; or by mixing 680 pounds of 
14.7 per cent acid with 320 pounds 18.5 
per cent Kainit. 

But for what? Why use a low’ grade 
of anything when you can get a high- 
er grade for less than a proportion- 
ately higher price and have less dead, 
useless matter on which to pay fretight 
and handle? Adding a “filler” is a 
subterfuge of the mixer who must meet 
the foolish qemand for a guano, or for 
an ingredient, at an apparently low 
price per ton. It is not at all dis- 
honest, nor fraudulent, but the fraud 
is perpetrated by the farmer upon him- 
self. It ts just like this: A druggist 
asks you 10 cents for a 2-ounce vial 
of full strength paregoric (we will 
say) but the customer qoes not wish 
to pay 10 cents for 2 ounces of pare- 

Oric; so the drugwist goes behind 
lls screen, opens the 2-ounce vial 
pours out one-half of it and fills up the 
vial with water and asks you 8 cents 
for the 2 ounces of half-and-half. Now 
would it not be a sensible thing for the 
customer to pay 10 cents for 2 ounces 
of full strength paregoric than to pay 
8 cents for.1 ounce of full strength 
and 1 oun¢ée of water? That’s about 
the way it Is with fertilizers.
